' A very good opportunity for the dis- 
play of taste in the arrangement of a 
room IB afforded by the use of the num- 
berless tables that now seem to b? ab- 
solutely necessary. They vary in size, 
shape and material, and it is possible 
to have quite a collection in one draw- 
ing-room, provided the drawing-room 
ia large enough. Very beautiful are 
gome of them, and the ornaments .dis- 
played upon them may cost a king's 
ransom or a very small sum. 


There are, of course, the glass tables, 


on which are kept rare collections of 
miniatures and heirlooms. In the time 
of our grandmothers there were a great 
many small mahogany tables of odd 
shapes with carved feet, and evidently 
the idea in those days was to have the 
wood of the tables of as perfect a grain 
BM possible. A great many of these 
tables have been found in second-hand 
shops or stored away in attics. They 
have been brought forward, highly pol- 
Uhed, and now form one of the most 
prominent articles o,f furniture in up- 
to-date drawing-rooms. There are, too, 
the English tables of the inlaid woods, 
together with any number of rose- 
wood, mahogany and satinwood, each 
In itself beautiful, and a work of art. 


But it is in deciding what shall be 


placed on these tables that an opportu- 
nity it offered for the display of indi- 
vidual taste. One table devoted en- 
tirely to silver ornaments is always an 
addition to the drawing-room. 
Then 


there is now in every well-appointed 
Bitting-room, if not library, a desk, or 
rather a writing table, fitted up with 
everything that is necessary — and 
often a great deal that is unnecessary 
—to the carrying on of correspondence. 
Another table is frequently devoted to. 
photographs in all kinds and varieties 
of photograph frames. Another small 
table can be kept for rare pieces of 
bric-a-brac; but the great objection to 
this last is that it is apt to give one the 
Impression of a bargain sale display. 
fiowever, it may be only an evil mind 
that would think of it in that light. 


One very good feature in the family 


living-room is the large table, no longer 
allowed in the center of the room, but 
pushed to one side, even against the 
•wall. On this axe piled the books and 
magazines; the last so arranged, one 
brer the other, that the title and date 
of each show, so that one may pick 
•up the number wanted without looking 
through the entire pile. On such a table 
!a» this there should be nothing but the 
magazines, books and a good reading 
lamp, together with a paper cutter of 
good si*e, an ash receiver, and, if pos- 
sible, a vase of cut flowers to add the 
heeded touch of daintiness.—Harper's 
Bazar.

of training for a boat race, who can 
form even the faintest idea of the iron 
discipline, the self-denial, necessary fo 
adequate physical equipment. "It 1 
unnecessary for you to think; I think 
for you," says Mr. Courtney, the in 
structor of the Cornell men. And in 
this one sentence is expressed the guid 
ing principle emphasized and carriei 
out by all coaches from time beyonc 
memory. 


"For my part," says Ellis Ward, the 


coach of the University ol Pennsylva 
nla, "I put my lade on their honor am 
the honor of the university, and in al 
of the many years that I have trainee 
them I never yet found my trust 
abused. The system of training a boy 
v> row in races begins with his intro- 
duction to the rowing frame in the 
gymnasium. The routine which you 
have observed to-day represents the 
system in operation during the two 
months that precede the racing. The 
men are in the hands and under the 
control of the coach. He regulates their 
food, their sleep, their awakening, their 
hours of labor and supervises every 
minute of their daily life until the race 
is over. The system is not at all alarm- 
ing to anxious mothers. The crews get 
good, plain, wholesome food, meat and 
vegetables and the like—no pastry, no 
Rweets, no oatmeal; nothing, in fact, 
that can fatten them or cause inaction 
of the liver. In the morning a little 
fruit, eggs, milk, coffee, perhaps a little 
meat. In the afternoon the ordinary 
everyday dinner. Supper at about 6:30, 
a light, evenly balanced meal. Every 
man in the crew is in bed and fast asleep 
it 9:45, to be awakened <igain at seven. 


"The men are taken out on the river 


twice a day," says Mr. Ward, "in the 
morning at 11 o'clock and again at 
five o'clock in the afternoon. Many 
coaches follow the rule, which I could 
never appreciate, of not touching the 
full distance until the day of the ra«e. 
My men go over the entire course at 
least once every day, generally in tne 
evening, when the sun is going down. 
In the afternoon they rest, doing just 
what you see them doing now—loung- 
ing about the rooms, taking short walks 
or naps, writing letters and generally 
following their own devices. But, of 
course, they do not cross the river or 
go into the town or get beyond the 
bounds. 
Cigarette smoking destroys 


morals as well as mind; it is sheer mad- 
ness to take chances with a man who 
has ever smoked a cigarette. While he 
keeps in condition I don't permit him 
to use beer or alcohol in any form." 


"I agree with Mr. Ward in his sys- 


tem," said Dr. Pact, "with this differ- 
ence: I am a firm believer in beer in 
moderation. The Columbias get ale at 
dinner and supper." Every practical 
river man agrees that in physique, 
ability and fitness the crews sent to 
New London and to the Hudson will 
more than compare with any that have 
been seen on recent years. It is prob- 
able that among the collection of 
brawny boys there are future leaders 
of men—leaders in finance, in stage- 
craft, in art, science, in the professions. 
But all the honors that may fall to them 
in the ysars to come will fade into noth- 
ingness in tha memory of having once 
rowed in the "university eight."—Les- 
lie's Weekly.

The effect of the StcGee brothers' 


preaching—especially of John Metfee— 
at a Presbyterian quarterly meeting-on 
the banks of Eed river, in Kentucky, 
was so startling, and seemed so clear- 
ly to indicate that it was the result of 
Divine agency or some mysterious force 
possessed by the preacher, that the 
news of the occurrence spread rapidly 
in all directions throughout that part 
of the atate, and attracted unbounded 
Interest. If it did not once awaken u 
responsive religious feeling-, it at least 
excited curiosity, and when it was 
learned that the MeGee brothers were 
to hold a meeting at Rusaellville, Ky., 
a newly-settled town in Logan county, 
near the Muddy river, persons from all 
parts of the adjoining country, irre- 
spective of their religious beliefs 
or 


church allegiance, prepared to attend. 
It soon became cwident that the four 
walls of a country meeting house would 
not suffice to hold thelarge numbers that 
were making ready to go to Hussellviile. 
The problem thus presented was solved 
by determining to hold the meeting in 
the open uir. Those coming from a dis- 
tance were prepared to eamp; it would 
be no hardship to them to remain out 
of doors. The recent experience at Red 
river had proved this. It was not ex- 
pected by those who wer£ coming- that 
the lodging accommodations at the vil- 
lage of Kussellville would be sufficient 
by any means. 
Why, therefore, at- 


tempt to house the people? Prepare a 
camping ground, and let the meeting 
be a "camp" meeting. This, then, was 
the origin of camp meetings; and the 
first one held in America was on the 
banks of the Muddy river, near Euseell- 
rille, Ky., in the month of August, 1799 


100 years ago. Not that religious wor- 


ship had ne^er before been held in the 
ipen air, but the special feature of 
Damping out and the nature of the 
services made the camp meeting a dis- 
tinctive institution, and characterized 
this particular gathering on Muddv 
river as the first of its kind.-—Clifford 
Howard, in Ladies' Home Journal.

Perhaps the most marked character- 


istic of the Briton is his fondness for 
wagering, as is amply demonstrated at 
Epsom each year. But horse racing ia 
not the only excuse afforded the Brit- 
inher to exercise his mania for betting. 


Quite an astonishing number of an- 


nual occurrences are made the subject 
of wagering. Years ago, before the 
vagaries of the weather had brought 
the four seasons into discrpdit, wager- 
ing that snow would be found on the 
ground on Christmas morning was pop- 
ular. Even now, when the weather be- 
haves with a sublime indifference to 
the time of year, wagers are itill made 
as to the raining 40 days if St. Swithiu's 
be wet. 


One enthusiastic supporter of this 


hoary legend a few years since wagered 
all he possessed on one wet anniversary 
that there would be rain every day 
during the prescribed period. It did 
rain ^ days, but the twenty-third 
ruined him. 


A -well-known bookmaker, who lays 


himself out for what he calls "fancy 
wagering," has stated that the amount 
of money which was wagered on the 
late Hon. W. E. Gladstone reaching the 
age of 90, was simply enormous. He alao 
says that, being a believer In the un- 
expected happening in politics, he ac- 
cepted at the time of the home-rule split 
in the liberal party three wagers of 
£3,000 to £1,000 each that Mr. Cham- 
berlain would one day be prime min- 
ister of England. The stakes are de- 
posited in a bank under a deed which 
provides for the drawing of th<> interest 
till 1904, the date when the wager ex- 
pires.

.ed to some curious wagering. In ac- 
cordance with the terms of one last 
year a person presented himself for 
admittance, dressed like a woman on 
one side and n negro on the other. One 
Bide of _his face was white, rouged and 
jowdered, the other blacked. The lady 
lalf wore a beautiful costume, the 
other being the attire of a street negro 
minbtrel.

Functionary Who Ma»t Com- 


bine Rare Qanlltfe*. 


The importance that two or three of 
he greater restaurants of New York 
ave abbumt'd in the life of the town 
as brought into existence a funetion- 
ry not previously known in the per- 
onnel of such establishments. 
That 


the maitre d'hotel; an official who 


ombines the knowledge of the profc-s- 
ional cook with that of a steward and 
f a head waiter. 
A man thoroughly equipped to fill 
iiis post must have achieved dibtinc- 
on aa chef of a great kitchen; he must 
ave technical knowledge of aliments, 
till in all that pertains to the service 
f meals and executive capacity to con- 
roi a large number of subordinates. 
Moreover, he should be well appearing, 
suave and diplomatic of manner and 
speech, and as alert here to recognize 
varying degrees of wealth as is his for- 
eign prototype to pay homage to grades 
of rank or title. He is the man who su- 
pervises the menus, and suggests addi- 
tions or changes; criticises and overdees 
the preparation of special dishes and 
controls the service of every gastronom- 
ic function of the establishment in 
which he is employed, from a banq«et 
of 500 covers to a special meal of four. 
In his capacity of maitre d'hotel he has 
confidential relations with a very large 
clientele, not merely a local one, but 
one that covers all the territory east of 
the Mississippi river. 


The office of maitre d'hotel is a very 


old one. It had its origin in Italy in 
the fifteenth century. From there it 
passed into France in the train of Cath- 
erine de Medecis, where it secured per- 
manent lodgment. The maitre d'hotel 
in great French, Italian and Spanish 
houses it, a functionary of importance. 
He is always an ex-cook. He has never 
secured a foothold in England. There 
is a growing demand for him in this, 
country, for he has given practical 
demonstration o! his value. It may be 
predicted with safety that within the 
next ten yeans he will be a permanent 
addition to the domestic machinery of 
those households in which a small nrmy 
of domestics is employed, in which elab- 
orate entertainments are of greater f re- 
quency.—N. Y. Sun.

DEWEY DARED MEXICO. 


HI* Reaeue of •» American £!•*!•«•> 


Held fcr Lawleu Mtaera 


•t La Pm«. 


Lieut. F. WSnslow, U. S. N.. retired, 


a cousin of the famous commander of 
tie Kearsarge, tell* a new story about 
Admiral George Dewey. 


"In May, 1875, Admiral Dewey was 


commander of the old Narragansett," 
Bald Lieut. Winslow, "and he was de- 
tailed to surveying the Gulf of Califor- 
nia and the shores of the coast of the 
peninsuia. It was not long after the 
Virginius affair at Santiago, and the 
feeling toward the Mexicans and Cu- 
bans was none too cordial. The Narra- 
gansett reached La Paz, near the south- 
ern end of the peninsula, and we no 
sooner got ashore than we heard that 
an American mining engineer and some 
Englishmen who owned the mines were 
prisoners in the mining shauties, 40 
miles back of La Paz in the moun- 
tains. The American had resented an 
insult, a quarrel followed, and the 
American killed two Mexicans. The 
friends of the latter swore they'd kill 
the Yankee and the Englishmen, too, 
and the latter were eoon obliged to bar- 
ricade themselves. This siege had been 
on for several days when we dropped 
anchor. 


"As soon as Commander Dewey heard 


of it he was, very mueh interested. The 
next day he sent a messenger to the 
Mexican colonel in La Paz, who had a 
garrison of GOO soldiers there, asking 
him what he was going to do to give 
the American a trial before he was 
shot. 
" 'Oh, he got into the trouble—let him 


get out,' said the Mexican. 


"Commander Dewey didn't like this 


reply, and the more he thought about it 
the angrier he got. The next forenoon 
he sent a note to the Mexican colonel 
telling him that an American citizen's 
life was in danger, and that the man 
was entitled to a fair trial. He told the 
colonel that he would allow him juut 
24 hours to rescue the American and 
protect the Englishmen. If at the end 
of that time relief was not on its way 
to the littje mining party he would 
bombard La Paz and burn it. 


"When we heard what Dewey had 


done we were all frightened. 


"Does he mean it ?" we asked one an- 


other. 


"As lor myself, $ was soon satisfied 


that he meant every word of it. I was 
In command of the guns. We had only 
two old howitzers on the Xarragansett, 
the larger guus having been left tem- 
porarily at the Mare island navy yard. 
" 'Get those howitzers ready for to- 


morrow morning and inspect all the 
small arms and ammunition,' said Dew- 
ey to me. Then he called the men to 
quarters and estimated that of the 
srew of about 120 men we could land 80 
a.ble, armed men as a storming force. 
We drilled the men all that afternoon 
and far into the night. That night, on 
Comrruinder Dewey's order, we steamed 
lo a point commanding the principal 
streets ot La Paz and trained the how- 
itzers on the town. By next morning 
we werp all ready to begin a second 
war against Mexico. 


"At daybreak a Mexican corporal 


came on board with a message from his 
colonel, saying that the Narragansett 
commander's request would be com- 
plied with. Early that morning we 
watched 300 armed Mexican soldiers: 
•tart for the mining eamp, and we kept 
the old howitzers trained on La Paz till 
the soldiers returned with the Ameri- 
can engineer. When Dewey reported 
to Washington on the matter he mini- 
mized "the importance of it, and it was 
passed over as a mere incident. Lieuts. 
Harris and Wright were on the Nar- 
ragansett then, and Harris, at least, was 
with the fleet at Manila. It is somewhat 
singularthat at that time.when we were 
expecting a declaration of war against 
Spain on account of the Virginius affair. 
Commander Dewey had his plans all 
Said to sail the Narragansett to Manila." 
—N. Y. Tribune.

In a letter received by Henry Houck, 


of this city, from William I. Johnson, a 
Rochester boy who is serving as a pri- 
vate in company M of the Ninth in- 
fantry, now in the Philippines, among 
other things Johnson tells of an ex- 
perience in the trenches. "On the night 
of the 20th of April, about, 10:30 o'clock, 
wo were awakened by the outpost 
guards firing.

After this 
we lay in the trenches all night in a 
drizzling rain.

Incidentally 
we investigated the result of our shoot- 
ing the night before and found to onr 
surprise that the storm of bullets hud 
killed scares of small birds and had also 
killed^ and wounded nearly a hundred 
monkeys which hod been sleeping in 
the tzees."—Rochester Democrat.

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DECORATING SMALL TABLES.

' A very good opportunity for the dis- 
plij- of taste in the arrangement of a 
room ie afforded by the use of the num- 
berless tables that now seem to b? ab- 
somtely necessary. They vary in size, 
shape and material, and it is pobsible 
to have quite a collection in one draw- 
ing-room, provided the drawing-room 
is large enough. Very beautiful are 
tome of them, and the ornaments dis- 
played upon them may cost a king's 
ransom or a very email sum. 


There are, of course, the glass tables, 


on which are kept rare collections of 
miniatures and heirlooms. In the time 
of our grandmothers there were a great 
many small mahogany tables of odd 
shapes with carved feet, and evidently 
the idea in those days was to have the 
wood of the tables of as perfect a grain 
M possible. A great many of these 
tables have been found in second-hand 
shops or stored away in attics. They 
have been brought forward, highly pol- 
ished, and now form one of the most 
prominent articles ot furniture in up- 
io-date drawing-rooms. There are, too, 
the English tables of the inlaid woods, 
together with any number of rose- 
wood, mahogany and eatinwood, each 
la itself beautiful, and a work of art. 


But it is in deciding what shall be 


placed on these tables that an opportu- 
nity is offered for the display of indi- 
vidual taste. 
One table devoted en- 


tirely to silver ornaments is always an 
addition to the drawing-room. 
Then 


there is now in every well-appointed 
Bitting-room, if not library, a desk, or 
rather a writing table, fitted up with 
everything that is necessary — and 
often a great deal that is unnecessary 
—to the carrying on of correspondence. 
Another table is frequently devoted to. 
photographs in all kinds and varieties 
of photograph frames. Another small 
table can be kept for rare piece* of 
bric-a-brac; but the great objection to 
this last is that it is apt to give one the 
Impression of a bargain sale display, 
fiowever, it may be only an evil mind 
that would think of it in that light. 


One very good feature in the family 


living-room is the large table, no longer 
allowed in the center of the room, but 
pushed to one side, even against the 
•wall. On this are piled the books and 
magazines; the last so arranged, one 
brer the other, that the title and date 
of eaoh show, bo that one may pick 
•up the number wanted without looking 
through the entire pile. On such a table 
ba this there should be nothing but the 
magazines, books and a good reading 
lamp, together with a, paper cutter of 
good sire, an ash receiver, and, if pob- 
srble, a vase of cut flowers to add the 
deeded touch of daintiness.—Harper's

of training for a boat race, who ca 
form even tie faintest idea of the iro 
discipline, the self-denial, necessary fo 
adequate physical equipment. 
"It i 


unnecessary for you to think; I think 
for you," says Mr. Courtney, the ir 
structor of the Cornell men. And i 
this one sentence is expressed the guic 
ing principle emphasized and carriei 
out by all coaches from time beyonc 
memory. 


"For my part," says Ellis Ward, th. 


coach of the University of Pennsylva 
nia, "I put my lads on their honor anc 
the honor of the university, and in al 
of the many years that I have trainee 
them I never yet found my trus' 
abused. The system of training a boy 
to row in. races begins with his intro 
duction to the rowing frame in the 
gymnasium. The routine which you 
have observed to-day represents thi 
system in operation (Turing- the two 
months that precede the racing. The 
men arc in the hands and under the 
control of the coach. He reg-ulatea their 
food, their sleep, their awakening, their 
hours of labor and supervises every 
minute of their daily life until the race 
is over. The system is not at all alarm- 
ing to anxious mothers. The crews gel 
good, plain, wholesome food, meat anc 
vegetables and the like—no pastry, no 
Rweets, no oatmeal; nothing, in fact 
that can fatten them or cause inaction 
of the liver. In the morning a little 
fruit, eggs, milk, coffee, perhaps a little 
meat. In the afternoon the ordinary 
everyday dinner. Supper at about 6:30, 
a light, evenly balanced meal. Every 
man in the crew is in bed and fast asleep 
it 9:45, to be awakened again atse\cn. 


"The men are taken out on the river 


twice a day," says Mr. Ward, "in the 
morning at 11 o'clock and again at 
five o'clock in the afternoon. 
Many 


conches follow the rule, which I could 
never appreciate, of not touching the 
full distance until the day of the rate. 
My men go over the entire course at 
least once every day, generally in trie 
evening, when the sun is going down. 
In the afternoon they rest, doing- just 
what you see them doing now—loung- 
ing about the rooms, taking short walks 
or naps, writing letters and generally 
following their own devices. But, of 
course, they do not cross the river or 
go into the town or get beyond the 
bounds. 
Cigarette smoking destroys 


morals as well as mind; it is sheer mad- 
ness to take chances with a man who 
has ever smoked a cigarette. While he 
keeps in condition I don't permit him 
to use beer or alcohol in any form." 


"I agree with Mr. Ward in hit, sys- 


tem," said Dr. P«et, "with this differ- 
ence: I am a firm believer in beer in 
moderation. The Columbias get ale at 
dinner and supper." Every practical 
river man agrees that in physique, 
ability and fitness the crews sent to 
New London and to the Hudson will 
more than compare with any that have 
been seen on recent years. It is prob- 
able that among the collection of 
brawny boys there are future leaders 
of men—leaders in finance, in stage- 
craft, in art, science, in the professions. 
But all the honors that may fall to them 
in the yaars to come will fade into noth- 
ingness in tha memory of having once 
rowed in the "university eight."—Les- 
lie's Weekly.

church allegiance, prepared to attend. 
It soon became evident that the four 
walls of a country meetinghouse would 
ootsufficetoholdthelarge numbers that 
were making ready to go to Hussellville. 
The problem thus presented was solved 
by determining to hold the meeting in 
the open air. Those coming from a dis- 
tance were prepared to camp; it would 
be no hardship to them to remain out 
of doors. The recent experience at Red 
river had proved this. It was not ex- 
pected by those who were1 coming that 
the lodging accommodations at the vil- 
lage of Russclhille would be sufficient 
by any means. 
Why, therefore, at- 


tempt to house the people? Prepare a 
camping giound, and let the meeting 
be a "camp" meeting. This, then, was 
the origin of camp meetings; and the 
first one held in America was on the 
banks of the Muddy river, near Enssell- 
rille, Ky., in the month of August. 1799 
—100 years ago. Not that religious wor- 
ship had ne^er before been held in the 
spec air, but the special feature of 
ramping out and the nature of the 
services made the camp meeting a dis- 
tinctive institution, and characterized 
this particular gathering on Muddy 
river as the fiVst of its kind.—Clifford 
Howard, in Ladies' Home Journal.

"In May, 1875, Admiral Dewey was 


commander of the old Narragansett," 
aaid Lieut. Winslow, "and he was de- 
tailed to surveying the Gulf of Califor- 
nia and the shores of the coast of the 
peninsula. It was not long after the 
VIrginius affair at Santiago, and the 
feeling toward the Mexicans and Cu- 
bans was none too cordial. The Narra- 
gansett reached La Paz, near the south- 
ern end of the peninsula, and we no 
sooner got ashore than we heard that 
an American mining engineer and some 
EBglishmen who owned the mines were 
prisoners in the mining shanties, 40 
miles back of La Paz in the 
moun- 


tains. The American had resented an 
insult, a quarrel followed, and the 
American killed two Mexicans. The 
friends of the latter swore they'd kill 
the Yankee and the Englishmen, too, 
and the latter were soon obliged to bar- 
ricade themseHes. This siege had been 
on for several days when we dropped 
anchor. 


"As soon as Commander Dewey heard 


of it he Was very mueh interested. The 
n<«t day he sent a messenger to the 
Mexican colonel in La Paz, who had a 
garrison of GOO soldiers there, asking 
him what he was going to do to give 
the American a trial before he was 
shot.

The maitre d'hotel 
in great French, Italian and Spanish 
houses is a functionary of importance. 
He is always an ex-cook. He has never 
secured a foothold in England. There 


growing demand for him in this

It mny be 
predicted with safety that within the 
next ten years he will be a permanent 
addition to the domestic machinery of 
those households in which a small army 
of domestics is employed, in which elab- 
orate entertainments are of greater fre- 
quency.—N. Y. Sun.

" 'Get those howitzers ready for to- 


morrow morning and inspect all the 
small arms and ammunition,' said Dew- 
»y to me. Then he called the men to 
quarters and estimated that of the 
srcw of about 120 men we could land 00 
s,ble, armed men as a storming force. 
We drilled the men all that afternoon 
and far into the night. That night, on 
Commander Dewey's order, we steamed 
lo a point commanding the principal 
streets of La Paz and trained the how- 
itzers on the town. By next morning 
we were all ready to begin a second 
war against Mexico. 


"At daybreak a Mexican corporal 


came on board with a message from his 
colonel, saying that the Narragnnsctt 
commander's request would be com- 
plied with. Early that morning we 
watched 300 armed Mexican soldiers 
itart for the mining oamp, and we kept 
the old howitzers trained on La Paz till 
the holdiers returned with the Ameri- 
can engineer. When Dewey reported 
to Washington on the matter he mini- 
mized the importance of it, and it was 
passed over as a mere incident. Lieuts. 
Harris and Wright were on the Nar- 
ragansett then, and Harris, at least, was 
with the fleet at Manila. It is somewhat 
singularthatat that time.when we were 
expecting a declaration of war against 
Spain on account of the Virginius affair. 
Commander Dewey had his plans all 
laid to sail the Nurragaiisett to Manila."

Although his eyes will not 
permit him to read he has others read 
to him and he is better informed on 
general subjects than most men one 
meets iu ordinary life aud particularly 
is he Interested in history and politics, 
especially that of Ireland. Mike, as 
Mr. O'Urady is generally known, can 
talk Irish and American history and 
politics in a way that would shame 
many boys fresh from college. 


Mike is exceedingly grateful for any 


favor done for him. He appreciates 
papers being brought to him aud ho 
says he is very grateful for kindnesses 
shown him by Steward 
Kirkmau.

There are some well defined ques- 


tions which will be issues lu the cam- 
paign of 1900. The Eepablicaua in 
1890 promised to restore confidence to 
tlie business of the country if restorad 
to power by standing for the gold 
etaudard or sound money 
and 
by 


restoring the feature of protection in 
our tariff laws. This promise has 
been kept and tho effect has been more 
than the Republican statesmen prom- 
ised. Money and work has become 
plentiful, wages havo been raised, 
prices have bean advanced all along 
the line and money has cheapened as 
measured by the lower rates of inter- 
est. 
These results will be discounted 


by tlie Democratic campaigners or 
will be accounted for on the theory of 
luck or in some other way and the old 
free stiver cry of 18W6 will bo raised 
by them, and in additiou to this it is 
evident they will nijoct the trust ques- 
tion into the campaign, connecting it 
with the tariff so that tho money ques- 
tion and the tariff question will agaiu 
become prominent issnea. 


Since 189B the Spanish war has come 


upon the country. Everybody, regard 
less of party, was for the war, but no 
sooner was it declared than the Demo 
cratio leaders undertook to defeat the 
measures providing for revenue to 
carry on the \iar. They objected to 
tho manner of conducting the cam- 
paign and the method of supplying 
the army. 
When peace terms were 


agreed upon with a few honorable ex- 
ceptions the Democratic leaders seized 
upon the retention of the Philippines 
until Congress had an opportunity to 
dispose of them ns> an excuse for at- 
tempting to defeat the pence tieaty. 
This opposition emboldened the Fili- 
pinos and encouraged them to demand 
a free government and the result is a 
rebellion on the part of the Filipinos 
against the sovereignty of the United 
States, which baa resulted in much 
hard campaigning and the loss of 
many lives.

interstate cvmmorce commission now 
being compiled for the fiscal year eud- 
iwg June 30, 1«18, contains the follow- 
ing interesting reference to railway 
employes, winch shows how vast an 
army of men are thus employed:

Ready for Christmas 


Frcseat*. 


This is the time to begin picking your 


Christmas presents, girls. It does seem 
queer, doesn't it, to plan for December 
in June, but if you want to get ahead 
in your holiday work you will be wise 
to take this summertime hint.

TOBACCO FOR MONARCH& 


None of the choicest quality of Cuban 


:obacco is Imported into the United 
States. Tt is sai* that there are only 
two farms in the whole of Cuba that de- 
relop the very choicest quality of to- 
bacco and all of this is sent to Europe 
'or the exclusive use of the monarchs 
and nobility of that continent. Soil 
varies in Cuba, if such a thing is possi- 
ble, more than it does in Florida, but 
the climate is less changeable than 
here. It is stated that the best tobacco 
n the island grows in sandy lands, like 
those of Fiorida^an encouraging fact 
—though most of the Cuban soils ara 
clay. The facts in regard to the pine- 
apple soils of Cuba are ulso encourag- 
ng to Florida growers. The best soils 
for this fruif arc sandy and at least 
two-thirds of the pineapples hereto- 
fore exported from Havana have been 
grown upon a sandy tract about ten 
miles long and from two to five miles 
wide. TLcre is another still smaller 
tract suitable for pineapples a little far- 
ther from Havana. In short, first-class 
pineapple and tobacco land is more lim- 
ited in Culm than in Florida. 


It may be Veil to explain here that 


Ihe celebrated Vuelta Abaja (speak 
Vtvel-tah Ab-ah-ho) tobacco is not 
named from any particular locality. 
The words denote "the lower circuit or 
round trip," arising from the former 
habit of the governor of making a round 
trip through that sertion, the western, 
or lower, end of the ibland. In like man- 
ner Vuelta Arriba (Ar-ree-wali) denotes 
"the upper circuit," the eastern end of 
the island, and no good tobacco is 
grown in that section. 
Fortunate); 


Florida can and does produce first-class 
tobacco in both her upper and lower 
circuits, both in west and south Florida. 
It is the part of candor and of true 
commercial policy as> well to admit that 
Florida tobacco is not at present equal 
to the Cuban. This is true under the 
present autocratic suay of masculine 
fashion, but tho reverse may be true 
In a decade, just ns the equally capri- 
cious goddess of feminine fashion de- 


d a change from the fabrics made 


of the stiff, lustrous English wools to 
the soft, dull manufsetuies of French 
anrl American merino. 


In the first plact, the Cuban tobacco 
gro^vn in the cool, dry season, tha 


winter of the almanac, while most of 
the Florida crop is developed under tha 
frequent and heavy showers of 
the 


rainy season. Second, there is some- 
thmg1 in soil and atmosphera, at pres- 
ent undefined and peihaps undefinable, 
which gnes, a flavor and a sharp, 
tongue-biting quality to tho Cuban leaf 
which is not equally pronounced in the 
Florida product. During: the winter in 
Cuba the worm docs not trouble the 
plant as it dors in the summer in Flor 
ida. But it does not follow that Florida 
tobacco, ivith American genius and 
money behind it, •svill not eventually 
be brought up to the high plane of pop- 
ularity now occupied by the Cuban, if 
not elevated above it. The little, wild, 
rugged blravibeiry of the New England 
meadows is thought by many good 
judges to possess an aroma and piquant 
flavor never equaled in any of the gor- 
geous btirics developed out of it by the 
horticulturist, and its selling qualities 
are nowhere iu comparison—they are 
simply nothing. Some jears ago tha 
American tas,te ran btiongly in fa%or 
of champagne, which the wily Euro-, 
peans, knowing the national prefer 
ence, and fotoved and doctored vs ith 
cognac, viellesseur and fcpirit of po- 
tatoes to develop the 1> ing hparkle. But 
of late a more educated tabte is setting 
in, which chooses the far richer "still 
wines." And itmay be the privilege of 
Florida to absist in educating in favor 
of a less fiery and heady tobacco than 
that grown in the lank atmosphere of 
the tropical island.—Chicago Chronicle.

end air for several hours. Ribbed cor- 
sets are more difficult to manage, bnt 
at no time should they be rolled up nor 
flung in a heap into some tight drawer. 


There should be an alteration of cor- 


sets to do away with the putting on ol 
the same one each day, and two or three 
inexpensive ones treated this way will 
help to make the summer endurable in 
spite of the sun. 


Shoes, if they are high, should when 


taken off be placed, inners out, on th« 
window sill or in some breezy place to 
get the sun and air. The tops should 
be turned back, anfl the air allowed to 
circulate In the crevices and Into the 
soles as far as it possibly can. This will 
not only preserve the shape and contour 
of the shoe, but it will help to keep It 
from getting "leathery."

porous skin themselves and wonderful- 
ly susceptible to influences of climate 
and heat. 


Blouse waists should have the shields 


ripped out at once after removing from 
the body, and they should be sponged 
with alcohol and water and hung up in 
the air to dry. The sleeves of the waist 
should be turned wrong side out and 
allowed to air at some screen near n 
draught, and not put on again for *ome
